The Nev? York Press is altogether 
light m its criticism of Ihe policy of the 
United States la dealing with the Sioux 
in regard to lands that the government 
watts to purchase at a prioe much below 
its present value. 
The history of the 
transaction, so far, is something that is 
not creditable to the United States. 
The S m it [adieus have • a1 ready named 
a pre • at whi ?h the) are willing to sell 
11,000 000 ac,es of their land. The pres­ 
ent commi-sion to negotiate with them 
is authorized to offVr $1.25 av* acre. 
They*, v^ere first c fftri d 50 cents an Bd® 
aud declined. Ti en Secretary Vilas of­ 
fered the rn $1, and wes grieved by their 
bhndnesc when they declined that also. 
They wanted $1.50; and this rather large 
country, this decidedly wealthy nation, 
is now hagging over the odd 25 cents. 
There seems to be a disposition in 
some quarters to denounce the Sioux, as 
though the United States bad kindly 
given them this land, instead of the fact 
wtioh is tint we have simply reframe 
from grabbing the tail with the hide, and 
conceded the title of the Indians to 
ftomethu g that was already their own, in 
consideration cf their waiving all inter­ 
est in and title to the rest cf what was 
their own. 
It is .mach better and more honorable 
to spend $2,750,000 additional and pay 
the Sioux their own price, than to bully 
oi threaten them into cerning down, or 
to confiscate a part of their property by 
taking the land at our own price. It is 
to be hoped that the lecord century of 
the Union will be free from the crimes 
toward the Indians of wbioh the first was 
somewhat too well supplied. 
The new commission seems to be made 
up of men who can appreciate the rights 
the Indians have in this matter, and who 
will not try to bully the Sioux for the 
sake of being put on rf o >rd as driving a 
sharp bargain, It is better to be high- 
minded, fair, and honorable rn paying 
the Indians what the land is wcrJi, than 
for the government to appear in the role 
of a land shark.

A FATAL WRECK* 


A Sm oking Car Overturn*, K illin g Two 
and Injuring Many. 
C l e v e l a n d , Ohio, May 9 .—The north 
bound passenger train on the Valley rail­ 
road which was due hereat 2:30 o’clock 
Wednesday afternoon entered the city 
limits on time and was running along at 
the rate of thirty miles an hour when tho 
smoker loft the track. 
It turned to the 
right and collided with a car loaded with 
coal on a side-track. 
There were fourteen 
passengers in the smoker at the time, two 
of whom were instantly killed and four 
of whom 
were 
painfully 
injured. 
A half-dozen 
ocher 
passengers were 
bruised and cut, but not seriously. 
The 
front end of the smoker was demolished, 
the roof being over the coal car and the 
floor beneath it, after it had settled. 
The 
dead and injured were brought to the city 
at once and were provided for by the rail­ 
way officials. 
It Is said that the smoker 
was an old one and much out of repair. 
The train consisted of a baggage-car, a 
smoker, and one coach. 
A lady in the 
coach was thrown against the seat by the 
shock and one of hor ribs was fractured.

Charles Francis Says He Does N ot Know 
M u c h A b o u t t h e Union Pacific. 
N ew Y ork, May 9.—Chauncey M. De­ 
pew was a witness this morning before tho 
Senate committee investigating tho rela­ 
tions of American and Canadian railways. 
As to the Inter-State law, he said tho 
only amendment ho could suggest in order 
to protect American roads was that roads 
doing business in this country, w hether 
Mexican or Canadian, shonid bo made 
to 
comply 
with 
the conditions of 
the law. 
At present it was very easy 
for Canadian roads to get largo quantities 
of freight by means of rebates. 
He con­ 
sidered pooling a good thing. 
In answer 
to a question whether he thought it would 
have been better if goods destined to points 
in the United States had never been allowed 
to go through Canada, he said “yes,” but 
the thing is now an established fact. 
When asked what would bo the result of 
war between Canada and the United States, 
Mr. Depew replied: 
“Well, it would last 
but two days. ’ ’ 
Tho next witness was General Manager 
Joseph Hixon of the Grand Trunk road, 
who described, the road and lt3 terminals. 
After some questioning he acknowledged 
that the Grand Trunk practically con­ 
trolled the rate between Chicago and Port­ 
land. 
Their business in the United States, 
the witness said, was carried on in accord­ 
ance with the spirit of the interstate law. 


N e w Y o r k , 
May 9.—Charles Francis 
Adams, president of tho Union Pacific 
road, was the first witness to day before 
the Senate committee investigating the re­ 
lations of American and Canadian roads. 
While ho thought the interstate law in 
many casos cruel he would like to see it 
universally obeyed and given a fair trial. 
He thought the interstate commerce com­ 
mission was doing good work ana that the 
common railroad law between Canada and 
the United States and tho legalized pool 
would help to a solution of the present 
troubles. 
Adams said he was only nomin­ 
ally president of tho Union Pacific and 
knew little of its practical workings. 
Thomas L. Greene, transportation agent 
of this city, was the next witness. 
He had 
no objection to a legal pool. but wanted 
merchants to have some voice in fixing 
rates.

most completely wiped out by fire Wednes­ 
day afternoon. 
Sixty families w^re made 
homeless and forty-eight residences and 
stores were burned to the ground. 
Shortly after 3 o' clo -k some workmen 
employed in the building of several cot­ 
tages next the Presbyterian church on 
Park avenuo near Forty-eighth street saw 
smoke issuing from the basement of that 
structure. 
A moment later two small boys 
were seen darting from the building. 
Tho 
men made immediate efforts to get into the 
church from the main entrance, but found 
the doors locked. 
Before they could get in 
through the basement the high wind from 
the southwest had fanned the fire into a 
blaze, enveloping the entire building. 
Be­ 
fore assistance could be summoned the fire 
lad been driven to the adjacent frame 
houses and stores. 
These, like so many 
tinder-boxes, were eaten up. 
Tho fire department in the meantime had 
been summoned, but being so great a dis­ 
tance from the scene did not arrive" until 
the fire had gotten under full headway. 
When it did arrive its services were for the 
time apparently useless. 
Cottage after 
cottage ignited from 
tho 
thick-flying 
sparks and in a few minutes had crumbled 
in ashes to tho ground. It was impossible^*) 
fight the fire except from tho sides and then 
all that could be done was in the way of 
protecting adjacent property. 
The wind 
blew tho flames, smoke and sparks to the 
north so furiously that the firemen were 
compelled to give it a clear track. 
Down through the little nest of frame 
houses the fire swept, cutting its way like 
a knife. 
From Park avenue along the lino 
of Forty-eight street, past Fulton aud Lake 
streets to the Northwestern tracks the fire 
moved with incredible rapidity. 
When it 
reached the middle of tho south district it 
spread to tho sides aud burned every house 
In its track. 
Not one was saved. 
When tho fire reached Indiana street, 
between Forty-seventh and Forty-eighth 
streets, it had burned itself out and the 
residents living near by breathed a great 
sigh of relief and began carrying back in 
to their homes tho property they had 
carted out. 
It had taken just three and 
one-half hours to lay waste not loss than 
twenty-five acres of built-up property. 
At a rough estimate tho loss to tho ten­ 
ants and owners of the burned buildings 
will reach about $100,000. 
The fire Is 
thought to have been of incendiary origin, 
though possibly sparks from a boy’s bon­ 
fire started tho conflagration.

ties were beyond the insurance commis- 
ioner’s jimsdiotion. Last winter it was 
ordered that all must make sworn state­ 
ments] of their business to the commis­ 
sioner, and must make him their Wis­ 
consin attorney upon t?hera any services 
for snits might be made. 
By a law of two years ago no special 
assessment companies except those al­ 
re a d y ^ the state—these being exempted 
—can profitably do business in Wisconsin 
on account cf the re-insurance reserve of 
per cent that is required. Many of the 
special assessment companies evaded 
this by taking new names and claiming 
to be simply benevolent insurance fra­ 
ternities similar to the Knights of Honor 
and the Order of United workmen. Last 
winter, 
however, 
all 
fraternities 
recognized as legitimate by the state— 
including Masons, 
Odd 
Fellows, 
Knights of Pythias, Red Men, and 
number 
of 
others—were 
especially 
named by the legislature. 
Twenty or 
thirty other companies, claiming to be 
fraternities of the same kind, have been 
doing business ever since, however, and 
one of these was the National Benevo­ 
lent Association of Minneapolis. 
In ­ 
suring only Odd Fellows, its officers 
claimed it to be exempt under the Odd 
Fellow olause. 
Commissioner Cheek insisted that the 
claim for exemption rested only on a pre­ 
text. He therefore ihad M r. Whitmore 
arrested. This morning Mr. Whitmore 
waived examination, pleaded not guilty* 
and a statement of the facts in the case 
was agreed upon for presentation to the 
supreme court. Attorney Getty, of Min­ 
neapolis, the company’s attorney, ap­ 
peared for the dtfenoe. 
As the case in­ 
volves the right ta do business in the 
state of the Independent Order of For­ 
esters, the Knights of Macoabes, the 
Grand Cirole o f| White Men and twenty- 
five other companies, it will be watched 
with great interest.

EZRA D. CHESEBRO. 
Another of the early pioneers of Rock 
county bas passed to bls heavenly reward. 
Mr. Ezra D . Chesebro, of tbe town cf 
LaPrairie, died at bis borne in that town 
this morning, age! 76 years. 
Mr. Chesebro settled on tbe farm 
where be died in 1847, coming bere from 
Oswego county, New York. For some 
time be had been troubled with a bron­ 
chial disease, and disease of the heart, 
which, owing to his advanced years, 
proved fatal. 
He was a man of a retiring disposition, 
yet be possessed a large acquaintance* 
and commanded tbe respect of all who 
knew I im.

furniture is the refrigerator. 
Every housekeeper must have one and in 
a very short time during the hot weathei 
its cost will be saved. Some housekeepers 
experience trouble in keeping their re 
frigerators sweet and clean. 
A practical 
housekeeper recently told a reporter fot 
the New York Mail and Express how 
she kept her refrigerator clean. 
She said 
she always selected a cool day for this 
work and when the ice is low. 
All ar 
tides of food are taken out and placed ii 
a cool place, and the ice is wrapped in I 
woolen cloth. 
She then takes out th* 
chambers, shelves and ice rack and washe: 
them thorughly with soap and water- 
a little ammonia in the water will softer 
it. The shelves and rack must be well 
wiped dry and then it is a good thing tc 
place them in the open air. 
Wash the in 
side of the refrigerator well with am 
monia and water, using a pointed stick U. 
go into the 
crevices. 
Wipe every 
part well with a dry cloth and leave 
the doors and lids open until the inside i 
perfectly dry. Vinegar and water wil 
take any stains off the zinc. 
To keep t 
refrigerator sweet, food that has thi 
least tendency to spoil should not 
placed in it 
Take care that the inside L 
well aired and thoroughly dry before re 
placing the shelves and racks and putting 
back the ice. 
Never put anything warn 
into the refrigerator, it is sure to injurt 
some sensitive article of food. 
Don’t let 
the refrigerator be without ice. 
Keep i 
in a cool place away from fire and sun.
